poses to compel railroad companies to 
pay taxes on lands granted by the GOT 
eminent.

payment of expense of surveying, and 
yet refuse to take patents, shall, within 
•one year after the time the company be 
comes entitled to patents, be forfeited 
to the United States and made publi 
domain. The Union, Central and Kan 
sas Pacific are said to be the companies 
principally affected by this measure 
the amount of land involved approz 
inflating 15,000,000 acres, located in 
Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, Wyoming 
Utah, Nevada and California.

He has never been on the 
Pacific Coast at all. Bosecrans is now 
•urging upon the Department the neces- 
sity of sending someone on the duty 
suggested.

Storey gave Powning 34 majority, but 


the Democratic officers up there counted 
him out, and gave the county to Oassidy 
by 43.
